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THE 31 SENATORS who voted, 
in a minority by a 27-ballot mar­ 
gin, against the Burke-Wadsworth 
conscription bill included all the 
outstanding old-time liberals in 
the upper congressional chamber. 
The New Dealers, to be sure, 
generally were on conscription’s 
side, and the New Deal usually is 
considered 
very 
liberal 
indeed. 
However, I’m trying to distinguish 
between this comparatively mod­ 
em New Deal element and the 
little 
group who already were 
fighting for liberal principles in 
the days long before the New 
Deal was invented and conserva­ 
tism was in the saddle in W ash­ 
ington. 
The 
conscriptionist s 
lost 
the 
votes of a few senators who ordi­ 
narily are pro-New Deal, like .Sen­ 
ators" LaFolJette of Wisconsin and 
Norris of Nebraska. 
They also 
scored the voles of several colons 
who normally are anti-New Deal 
conservative.*, such as Glass of 
Virginia and Tidings of Maryland. 
Conscription's opponents weren’t 
exclusively old-fashioned liberals, 
either. 
For instance, they includ­ 
ed Senators Clark of Missouri and 
Smith of South Carolina.

Senator W agner of New York 
was for it, and there s no denying 
that he’s a liberal all right, but 
not of as ancient a senatorial vin­ 
tage as the others, excepting Lun- 
dcen.

He's the sole 
survivor of the bunch w1k> voted 
against going into the last World 
war, 
He used to be a Republican, 
but he’s an Independent now. 
Lundeen’s 
a 
Farmer-La barite. 
Shijistead was elected on the sam* 


ticket, but is after re-election in 
November as a Republican and a 
yTiilkieite. 
LaFollette’s a Progressive, by 
himself and by heredity. 
Wheeler's party label is Demo­ 
cratic. 
Nevertheless he’s fought 
a lot of New Deaierishness.

• How many muscles are used in 
running? In playing football? 
There are around 750 muscles in 
the body. Many of these are small 
—in the feet, hands and face. 
There are 150 muscles in the 
thighs, legs and feet, and some 
200 muscles in the trunk, and in 
the arms and hands approximately 
the same number as in the legs. 
If you look at an instantaneous 
picture of an athlete starting a 
hundred yard dash you can see 
that all these muscles are used, 
not only the leg muscles. The leg 
muscles release most of the en­ 
ergy, but the muscles of th', trunk, 
especially the back, have to he 
braced to furnish a fulcrum for 
the leg muscles to pull against. 
Then equilibrium is maintained by 
the arms. The runner's shoulder 
and arm muscles are tensed and

the arras swing in a wide semi­ 
circle. 
The 
hands 
are either 
clenched or opened in a claw ges­ 
ture. Even the facial muscles are 
contorted into a grimace. So we 
can say that every one of the 750 
muscles of the body is used in com­ 
petitive running. These muscles 
constitute two-fifths of the body’s 
weight, and in action burn up food 
and oxygen rapidly so that a 
strenuous athletic game changes 
the entire metabolism of the body 
for a time—-beneficially if stopped 
before exhaustion sets in. 
Eruptions and Clothing 
What skin eruptions are caused 
by clothing? 
Since the relationship between 
skin eruptions and dress goods 
was suggested by our friends, the 
allergists, some years ago, these 
conditions are becoming more fre­ 
quently recognized. These allergic 
eczematous forms of dermatitis 
are due to hypersensitiveness to­ 
ward simple non-protein chemi­ 
cals. They have no association 


with common forms of allergy and 
no tendency to familial occurrence. 
The picture is so uniform that 
inspection alone furnishes the clue 
to the cause. This eczema affects 
middle-aged women who generally 
are overweight and perspire ex­ 
cessively. The use of deodorants 
and depilatories or scratches from 
shaving are contributing factors. 
The skin around the armpits and 
the lower part of the neck is most 
often afferted—practically always 
the skin from the waist up. Dyes 
are responsible in most cases, but 
it is not possible to predict what 
dyes will affect any considerable 
group. One dye is just as likely to 
affect a certain individual as an­ 
other. 
Tatch Tests 
In women who are very sensi­ 
tive, patch tests of a dress mate­ 
rial may have to be made before 
a purchase is safe. A patch test is 
made by placing the suspected ma­ 
terial on the intact skin and hold­ 
ing it there with adhesive for a 
few hours. If the individual is sen- 
sitive to that material an erup­ 
tion appears at the point of con­ 
tact. 
Treatment of dress dermatitis 
is very satisfactory. Simple anti- 
itching lotions or ointments will 
cure the eruption. Care in select­ 
ing non-irritating dress goods will 
prevent recurrences.
